SPANISH FINANCES. 

The Iberian Kingdom Face to Face 'With 
' . Serious freshing liabilities. 

WAsnrxG'TON, D. C, March O.—Senor 
Quesada, aeoretary of the Cuban leca- 
tion, continues to assort that the revolu- 
tionists are gaininp; and the Spanish ro- 
trocressiiig. The latter, he says, are be- 
coming discouratjed, and adds that the 
paper curroney polioy adopted by Gen- 
era] Weyler ia uansing even the classes 
which, for selfiah ends, pretend to sym- 
pathize with Spain, to complain. He 
auacrts tha*, tho finances of Spain are in 
a deplorable condition, saying the Span- 
ish Olfida! Gazette contains a decree of 
the miuiater of the colonies orderinc the 
sale of bonds of a total value of 23,000,- 
000 francs. .These are the last of the co- 
lonial bonds remaining at thediapoai- 
tion of the kingdom. Q?he bonds prob- 
ably will briDK in round Dambers about 
2,000,000 francs. On the date they 
are sold" Spain has to pay 15,000,- 
000 francs iiiteruat on tho loans to 
vvliich thfse bonds belong. Fiirtheriuore 
on tho ]oth of April, -May, ,.(uno and 
.fuly respectively, there aro due and 
Spain must take up tlie proniigs'ory notes 
which she issued last year on similar 
dates auiounling in theaggre^'ate to lifty 
million francs. On .July 1 she also has 
to pay and iifteon million friincs, quar- 
terly interest on colonial bonds. In 
round numbera Sjjain will in the next 
'Qve months be compelled to pa.y nearlv 
■90,000,000 francos, and besides this has 
to keep up her army, her navy and meet 
the expen.sea of the budget, which will 
undoubtedly require another 35,000,000 
francs. Countiug all her resources at 
Iter o% n figarea Spain will Have a deficit 
of irjO.OOO.OOO'francB which wiirbe added 
to a deficit already of 70,000,000 francs, 
ami leave 457,000,000 francs floating de- 
ficit. 



I WILL HASTEN SLOWLY. 

UcKinley's Cabinet Will Be in no Hurry to 
Hake Departmental Changes, 

WAsm.scit'ON, !March 10, — .-Ml the ofli- 
cers of the new cabinet have indicated a 
purpose to go very slowly in the changes 
of the personnel of their departments, 
and it is intimated in some quarters that 
there are to be very few changes for somo 
time to come, save where the incumbent 
insiets upon immediate retirement. This 
ipay he an over estimate of the 
conservatiam displayed by the ad- 
nuiiietration, but it is recalled 
that President McKinley before his in- 
auyiirntioii lield that changes in ofhco 
should not be undertaken until the tariff 
bill is enacted. The statement has been 
made that a prominent aasistant secre- 
tary in one of the exec.ative,depBrlmenta 
had been asked to'reMatn^in his, place 
five months. 

John Hay will he nominated ambas- 
sador to Great Britain, e.nd General 
Horace Porter ambassador to Paris. 
There may be a few other nominal ions, 
including General Powell Clayton, of 
Arkansap, as minister to Mexico. One 
of the most important missionsi ths 
President will have to fill will be that of 
minister to Spain. In view o{ the Cuban 
insurreetion, this post demands great 
exercise of tact and skill, and the indi- 
tatione are that McKinley will j;o very 
slowly in cbanginK our minister there. 
J"e\v of the thoiiBaiulB of applications for 
oflice mention tho pos', which seems nut 
to be in great deirmmi, and it is certain 
that up lo Sunday Mr. McKinley had no 
one ia mind for it. 



STRIKE OFF. 

Eight Months ot Difficnlty at LeadviHe and 
the Cost Involved. 

Leadville, Col,, March 10.— it a 

meeting of the miners' union held last 
night it was decided, liy a vote of ap- 
Iiroximatt-ly iiOD to 200, to declare the 
strike oil', Tlie strikers have been grow- 
ing very restless of late, owing to llic 
reduction of the weekly relief allowance 
loan amount barely suflicient for meagre 
existence, and the apparent ho))uless- 
nees of any change in the attitude of the 
mtinagers. Un Sunday last Sheritl' 
(J'.Maliony was asked by Debs to secure 
if po,«sible eome proposition from the 
iniiiiiigere, Deba promising that it would 
be accepted at once and tho strike de- 
clared off. The sherifl' did his best to 
secure a pr()po.sition, but failed. 

Debs reneued his ellbrta, and, aided 
by tho strong disallection in the ranks of 
the union, secured the formal declaration 
that the strike is oil' by the decisive vote 
above given. The strike was declared 
Jiinel, ISIMi, and has therefore lasted 
eight months, ft has cost the mine own- 
ers fidly ij;!, 000, 1)00, besides the cost to 
tlie labor organizations of tho country, 
which have contributed generously in 
aid of the Btrikers. The union claimed 
2,200 members when the strike began 
aii(l the vote to-night represents the de- 
fease chiefly by migration to other 
camps. 

VICTORIA ON THE CON TINENT. 

Her Majesty Starts on a Pleasure -Trip- 
Where She Is and Her Sur- 
roundings. 

LoNDo.s, March 10.— t^ucen Victoria, 
accompanied by Princess beatrice and 
their respective suites, left Windsor to- 
day en route to Oimiez, via Cherbourg. 
At Ciiniex, which is about three-quart- 
era of a inilo froni Nice, Her Majesty 
will stay at the Excelsior Hotel Regina, 
just erected on a commanding elevation, 
Irom which line views are obtained of 
the Mediterranean and the maritime 
Alps. The building, which ia live stor- 
ies bii'h,' has a frontage of 000 feet, and 
id surrounded . by groves of palm and 
orange trees. There are loO roonjs in 
the section of the hotel which the Queen 
will occupy. In the front of the hotel is 
a larxe park.

Us Object the Erection of Light 
and Sauitary School 
Buildings. 



There is every indication that the pro- 
posed new building to replace the poorly 
lighted and ill ventilated High school 
block may yet be erected during the 
present year, although at last night's 
meeting of the board the item in ques- 
tion from the estimates came back a sec- 
ond time from the city clerk, accom- 
panied by a resolution to the efl'ect : 

"That the city council, after consid- 
ering fully the revised estimate of ex- 
penses for school purposes for 1897, dis- 
approves of the sum required by the 
trustees to meet certain sjiecial or extra- 
ordinary expenses incurrablo by the said 
board, viz., iflTjOOOj and requests them 
to accept this decision of the council 
in good part and to refrain from 
exerciaing tho right given them under 
tho provisions of section 8 of the I'nblic 
Schools Act Amendment Act, 1893, of 
formally requesting tho city council 
through the mayor to submit for the 
assent of the electors a by-law to pro- 
vide for the aforei'aid fipecial or extra- 
ordinary expenditure." 

Trustee Bolyea moved " that we ac- 
cept the resolution in good jiart, but 
stand by our guns." 

Trustee Yates thought that a formal 
request should be made that the council 
submit the estimates forpublic assent. 

Trustee iVIcMicking could understand 
the position of the council, not wanting 
to swell the expenditure during their 
regime, but as the board was, however, 
not outfor fun, be held that tho point 
must bo pressed. 

" It is a question of great importance, " 
he said, "that the Central and High 
school buildings should be put in proper 
shape, as they are not now fit for the 
children lo ba in." 

Trustee Belyea finally moved, Trustee 
Yates seconding, "that the secretary be 
instructed to write the Mayor on behalf 
of the board, requesting him to submit 
for the assent of the electors, a by-law 
to provide for the special or extraordiu- 
'\ry expenditure under section 8 of the 
Public School Act, Amendment Act, 
iso;!.'' 

And this was carried. 

Trustee Yates presented on behalf of 
his sjiecial committee a bill iroin Mr. 
Geo. Powell, solicitor, for service in 
1895. The bill had been greatly ^ re- 
duced, and on the recommendation of 
committee the account was .illowed to 
the amount of ^40. One item that was 
not allowed was for the board of Messrs. 
Hay ward and Marcbant at Mr, Powell's 
office for one week daring the prepara- 
tion of a by-law. 

Trustee Mrs. Jenkins reported for the 
special committee on coats and supplies, 
which committee had been appointed 
owing to the complaints made by parents 
that teachers were over-charging for 
paper, pens and jiencils. According to 
tho amounts of these iirlitdes used, the 
average cost per child in the distiict of 
Victoria is nineteen cents, and the 
average charge made to children is about 
twenty-five cents. This report v.-as en- 
tered on the minutes. 

Trustees Mrs. .Jenkins and Mrs. Grant 
spoke as to the children being over- 
burdened with home lessons, and Trus- 
tee Yates blamed the council, of educa- 
tion, whose requirements necessitated 
the teachers giving children homo les- 
sons. The secretary 'was instructed to 
call the attention of the principals to 
the notice of the council of education re 
home work, limiting its extent. 

Trustee Hall reported that he and 
Trustee Belyea, as a committee a()poiiit- 
ed, had intt^rviowed the mayor respect- 
ing oflices for the board in tho city hall, 
but tliut no accommodation couhl l)e 
iven \v: I liout an outlay of about ^:;U0, 
which would have to he borne by the 
board. 

Trustee Pi. ^'ci rojiorlcd on the ventil- 
ation of the h./iali Park school, which ia 
very deficient and unsatisfactory, the 
teachers and children in some of the 
rooms suffering from the lack of fresh 
air. The report was adopted as read, it 
being ordered that a copy of the report 
1)0 sent to Sraead & Dowd, of Toronto, 
the inventors of the system used, with 
the retiuest that they consider the re- 
port, and advise what should be done to 
ensure perfect ventilation. 

The secretary submitted the school re- 
port for January as follows: Average 
daily attendance, 1,,S5S.52; average 
actual attendance, 1,839.79; pupils actu- 
ally attended, 2,191, being an average of 
4.'i."04 pupils to each of tlie forty-eight 
teachers. It was decided that all teacli- 
era on tho staff be notified of the ainotnU 
of their salrries as fixed by tho board, 
from the Ist of March inst., that they 
teach such divisions as they may bo as- 
signed to by the principal; and that the 
principals be notified that their changes 
will bo subject to the. approval of the 
board. 

JJuring the early part of the meeting a 
communication from the Women's 
Council seeking the support of the 
board for a (jroposed provincial truancy 
law was referred to the legislative com- 
mittee; while the chairman's action in 
granting Miss Cameron leave of absence 
—she being ill— was confirmed. Mr. J. 
N. Muir reciuested an intjuiry into tho 
charges made against him, as reported 
" parenthetically " in the Cor.o.visT re- 
port of last meeting. 

The secreiary was instructed to in- 
form Mr. Muir that there were no 
bharaes made against him at the date of 
bis msmissal^blB discharge was aiinply 
on acconiit of economy. ' 

The request of. the janitor of the North 
Ward school for an Increase, of. salary 
was not granted, as. the board, coald not 
see their way clear 'to'inoreaae' expandi- 
ture at present. '- ■ ''. 



MOVEMENTS OP AVARSHIPS. 

Gritiisli Troops Preparing for Service in the 
Mediterranead— Russia's Attitude. 

C.KSF.K, March 10. — The MuBsulmauB 

brought from Candaino on board an 
Italian ^varship, were rescued with the 
greatest difliculty and danger. Can- 
damo is situated in a valley 8urrounde<l 
by forts, occupied by 10,000 inatirgente. 
A European force was sent to the rescue 
of tlie MueauhnaiiH besieged there, com- 
manded by British and Frcncii otiicers. 
The insurgents scattered the Mussul- 
mans and took their arras from them 
before they were allowed to depart.. In 
all, men, 1,047 women and children, 
and 452 Turkish soldiers were taken to 
the coast and embarked aboard the for- 
eign vessels. 

The reply of Greece to the demand for '■ 
the evacuation of Crete by tho Greet 
troops aud the withdrawal of the Greek 
fleet, has been acted upon promptly to 
some extent by at least two of the pow- 
ers. When the sun rose this morning it, 
was seen that there were strange vessels 
auL-hored here, and it was soon after 
learned tlsat they were British and 
Italian transports loaded with troops, 
evidently a jntrt of the foreign forcx; 
which, as the admirals recommended, 
aro to occupy all the principiil seaport 
towns on the island. The Turks aeeerc 
that tlie.=e troops will he used to drive 
the Greek I'orcea out of Crete, but this 
belief ia not gonerall.v shared by tho for- 
eign population. Owing t(j the receipt 
of advicea s.Tying that a band of armed 
volunteers from Greece wore on their' 
way to Crete, to reinforce the Cretan 
insurgents, the foreign admirals have, 
agreed to dlipatch a cruiser to prevent'- 
their landing. 

— It is state.d that' 
secret orders have ijeen received for the 
(irst army corps, includinjrthe York and- 
Lancaster regiments, tho Essex regiment 
and'Suflblk regiment to'prepare for eer-- 
vice in the Jfeditorranean if rcquiried. ' ' 

Bici.dit.Mii:, .Servi.'i, .March 10.— Theen-i 
tire army re.serve of both classes of mili- 
tia has been called out in detachments. 
The reason giveii is that they are to . 
undergo a week's manoeuvres. 



THE MONEY QUESTION. 

President McKinley Said to Have a .Very' 
Comprehensive Plan Under 
Conridere.tion. 

WA.SiiiKinoN-, March 10. — Tho I'^lvening 
Star says : " It is understood the Presi- 
dent will not appoint members of an 
international conference commission or 
take any steps toward calling a oonfer-. 
ence until after the expiration of the 
special session of congress. The Presi- 
dtinthaa in mind a very comprehensive 
plan for dealing with the whole mone-' 
tary question. He will at first, coiifin^ 
negotiations with, foreign governments 
to the usual diploniatic' 'apenciesi" All 
the ambassadors and ministers to for- 
eign governments appointed by McKin- 
ley will be given special instructions to 
devote particular attention to bringing 
about a friendly understanding on tlie 
money question. They are expected to 
aasume au attitude friencily lo bi-iiiotal- 
lisni, and exert what inlluonce they can 
toward inducing the countries to which 
tliuy are accredited to give the matter 
serious consideration." 



A MISSING. MINISTER. 

Returns From Montreal His Memory Almost 
a Complete Blank. 

Keesville, N.Y,, March 10. — Dazed 
and physically erhansted Rev. E. J. O. 

Millinton, the missing pastor of New- 
ark, arrived here on Monday night from 
Montreal and seemed com))letoly unbal- 
anced, not even knowing what tho day 
or the month was and having lost all 
knowledge of cause or length of his ab- 
sence from home. Mr. Millinton says 
that the last thing he remembers ie 
leaving the preachers' convention in 
New York on March 1. 



A Cii!N\MAN-, who could not give his 
naiiu', was <;iveii in charge of the city 
liolice last nifiht by A . ,1 .

Up till a late hpur 
there Vaa only one paBsen'ger ticketed on 
the Tees, and but two on the Queen. 
Both sailed during the evening, the 
destination of the former being Ahousett 
and of the latter San Francisco. Sirs. 
T. H. Tye and G. B. Perry were the paa- 
BSngers leaving on the Queen. The ex- 
ceptional steamer was the Miowera. 
She sailfd for Sydney, N.S.W., and way 
porta at noon, having got \a from Van- 
couver early in the morning. She waa 
heavily laden with Canadian producta, 
of which flour forfaied the bulk, there be- 
ing included in the amount twenty-ilve 
tons from the Victoria roller flour and 
rice mills.

lAND OF THE BOONES. 

Venerable Archdeacon Scriven's Pleasing 
and Instructive Lectxire .it St. John's. 

From the licraldry craft of the media-- 
val daya with its si.xteen quarteringa on 
the sliield and tlie marks by which ttie 
sons of the house might be told, tlie 
audience attending the second of the 
Lenten series of lectures at St. John's 
church were taken by Ven. Archdeacon 
Scriveo to the place though not the times 
of the Doones, who some 200 years ago 
made Exmoor the dread and the scourge 
of all around. 

Who doL's not kiKiw of liie (jlen llnone 
— the Clip-shaped dale ao long the shelter, 
of the outlaws for wlio.He overthrow the 
militia of .Somersi^t and Devon were 
i-i>.!li;d out, one clad in yellow and ttie 
oilier in red? And how they spent 
their time while Jolm liidd and his 
iruaty nien were making their way 
T.brough the rocky stream bed? 

It was, however, on the peaceful side 
of the question — what I'lxmoor is like 
Jiow — that the Archdeacon dwelt in his 
address— of the dangerous hoga that still 
threaten the wayfarers path, in thedark- 
neas of which Carver Doone was forever 
'lost to sight; of the wild and tireleaa 
Sxmbor ponies, thirteen hands high, 
"wKfch- still sweep through itawaatea; of 
tHe Exmoor sheep browsing on the long 
grass ; the Devon cattle and tho red doer. 

There waa no finer pack of staghounds 
in the kingdom, said Archdeacon Soriven, 
that than of Somerset and Devon — no 
.Strotch decrhound, but very high bred 
fo.xhounda with a bloodiiound strain. 
An insight into the love of stag hunting 
-was then given; the harborer whose 
task it waa to watch the deer and tell 
his last night'a lair ; the tuftera or skir- 
' :niahine doga who had to drive the 
antlcied monarch to break thicket, 
jind how each staghound followed a trail 
oi Ids own until view.

CASSIAETO YUKON. - 

To THE Editok : — The communication 
froinMr. Packard, which appeared in 
this morning's Colonist, relative to the 
Yukon route, via Stikeen acrgaa Caaaiar 
toTealin Luke, calla for a lew remarka 
from me on the aubject. Giving Mr. 
Packard all due credit for the aelf-deninl 
mentioned in not desiring to decry the 
other routes, advocated., by Captain 
Moore and myself, and probably one or 
two other parties Svfhoae routes are not 
defined as yet, I cannot agree that the 
route ao highly extolled by Mr. Packard 
is the best route for the intereata of Bri- 
tish Columbia, or that I am laboring un- 
der a false impression as to the route set 
forth in my application for a charter for 
a railway, and of which he says, until 
laBt eeaaon practically nothins: was 
known. The fact is nothing is yet prac- 
tically known as to which ia the best 
and most direct route or location from 
Stickeen river to Teslin lake. It may be 
that aa Mr. Packard saya, tho Indian 
guides who went north along with Mr. 
Calbreath's goods laat aeaaon, did get 
lost in a certain awamp, but that only 
ahowa that the Indiana were not 
acquainted with the proper way to reach 
their destination. 

Mr.'Packard statea he met thoae In- 
diana at Tealin lake, and that he re- 
ceived conaiderable information from 
them respecting the route; which prob- 
ably would be rather unfavorable ; and 
that later in the aeaaon he met other 
Indians from tho Tahl-tan region, who 
gave him further information about tlie 
country they had left. There is nothing 
new in anythine which they could tell 
him. All tho information respecting 
Tahl-tan and the adjoining country was 
already known to outaidera auch as Mr. 
Moore ; they only knew about their own 
part of the country. 

All that Mr. Packard's letter goes to 
^how is that the Indians had no knowl- 
edge of the northern portion of the coun- 
try, nor of the route which should be 
followed as the moat direct and beat 
from Stikeen river to Tealin lake accord- 
ing to my proposed route. I have ex- 
amined all the maps I could procure re- 
ferring to thia portion of British Colum- 
bia, and I find wide discrepancies be- 
tween Dr. Dawson's geological survey 
map and that of P. L.S. Gouvereau's ac- 
companying his survey of 1S02. The 
geological survey map ahowa (or calcu- 
latea) the distance from Glenora to Tea- 
lin lake to be about 210 miles ■ Mr. Gou- 
vereau's map, wliich ia evidently incor- 
rect, crowds Baku river and tributaries 
eastward, making thera reach nearly to 
the longitude of Glenora. 

My suggestion to the government was, 
as the survey ordered in 1892 did not ex- 
plore that portion of Caaaiar as was in- 
tended, or according to instructions, that 
an exploratory line ahould now be run 
to Teslin lake, ao that the best route for 
a trail in the meantime may be located 
and constructed as a precursor of the 
railway and to accommodate Yukon 
miners. This suggestion was endorsed 
by the request of oyer a hundred mem- 
orialists, composed of the moat energetic 
and beat buainesa men and merchants in 
the cities of Victoria and Vancouver, so 
that they might have a fair share of the 
trade of the Yukon country, which ia 
now controlled by the traders of the 
United Statea.

No one denies that 
the Eoman Catholic clergy have 
the right to exorcise the influence which 
their office and their pereonal standing 
give thom to mold the opinions of those 
vbo look to them for zaidance. Bat 
this right is conceded to them, not be- 
cause ttiey are priests of the Church of 
Kome, but because they are citizens of a 
free country. It cannot be admitted 
that in exerciaiug it they stand on a dif- 
ferent plane from that occupied by lay- 
men. They are not Bichelieus who may 
draw around candidates and policies 
" the holy circle of the church," and 
launch anathemas at all who nssail 
them. 

The real issue, which nuiat be settled 
if the union of the Canadian provinces 
is to be permanent, ia not what tho 
rights of the Roman Gatliolica are in 
provinces where they form a minority of 
the population, but: Shall these rights 
be dotermined by tho majority vote of 
the people acting free and untrammelled 
aa citizens, or shall rwo-thirds ot thom 
so act, and tho other thiril bo compelled 
to take their ballot in their hand with 
the fear of ecclesiastical displeasure and 
poasibly excommunication confronting 
them? If the object of the appointment 
of an ablegate to Canada is to inform 
tlio papacy of the actual relation which 
the Quebec clergy have taken in regard 
to the exercise of civil rights by our 
Eoman Catholic French speaking fellow 
citizens, his visit can hardly fail to pro- 
duce results of great importance, and we 
fail to see wherein it afTbrds any ground 
of protest. It would simply relate to a 
matter ol internal policy of the lloiiiai) 
Catholic church, and wo are very hope- 
ful that it would result in an ad monition 
from Rome that will prevent any further 
interference by the Clergy of Quebec 
with the exercise of civil rights by the 
people of that province.

The question as to whether the city 
should take over tho cofl'erdani at Beav- 
er lake, raise it two feet and retain it as 
a permanent work was discussed at the 
special meeting of the city council last 
night. 

Mr. Wilmot, city iengineer, was pre- 
sent to give any information he could on 
the subject, and in answer to Aid. Par- 
tridge stated that the idea iu retaining 
the cofferdam was so that tho space be- 
tween tho coflerdam and lilter 
beds could bo made a settling ba- 
sin. The coll'etdam, Mr, Wilmot 
informed Aid. McCandless, was 
strong enough to hold back the water in 
the lake it the water was taken out of 
the space between the wall and the lilter 
beds to allow th(f i.,ottoni to be cleaned. 
To raise the coder dum clay would be 
banked up. 

In the discussion that followed Aid. 
Partridge remarked that Mr, Casey, one 
ot the contractors, had informed him 
that .day that the present height of the 
.water would not prevent the contractors 
from going ahead with their work. 

Aid. Stewart thought there must be 
some mistake, or why had not the con- 
tractors gone ahead when the council had 
told thorn to do so? 

Aid, Partridge was of opinion that the 
best way to clear up all misunderstand- 
iiigs was to have a meeting with the con- 
tractors, and Aid, McC'atadless was some- 
what of the same view. 

Aid. McGregor, however, remarked 
that this was beside the question of 
which ho was the originator, namely, 
whether or not to retain the coirerdam 
and have a settling basin. 

Aid, Kinsman wanted to know if the 
contractors had refused to go on with 
their work. 

The Mayor— " They have not," 

Aid. Kinsman — "I am, .therefore, of 
opinion that the contractors should be 
told to go ahead, and if they failed to do 
so the city should step in and do the 
work themselves. 

Finally, on motion of Aid. McCand- 
less, it was decided to lay the matter 
over until Friday, and in the meantime 
\ld. AfcCandless moved, gei^onded by 
Aid. Hall, that tho city engineer coni- 
municato with the waterworks contract- 
ors aiul notify them to proceed to make 
good defects in connection with the fil- 
ter beds, work to commence not later 
than the loth instant. If the work i-i 
not commenced in the time spccilied, 
the city will proceed to complete said 
works at the expense of the contractors ; 
a reply to be made before Friday. This 
was carried. 

The council then turned to the pro- 
posed amendments in the municipal 
clauses act as set forth in t'be report of 
the select committee appointed to con- 
sult with the city barrister and city 
solicitor. The first part of these was 
that the legislature should bo asked to 
give power to the city to charge licenses 
to concert halls and other places of 
amiidoineiit, eniortaiiiment or exliibition 
u'cording to thoir seating capacity, ex- 
empting^ liowovor, o.\liibiiioiis or enter- 
tainments for (dinri'he':», schools or other 
cliaritalile entortainnients by amateur 
dramatic asstjciatioiis or literarv socie- 
ties, 

rVnothor amendment asked for was to 
rci|uire the consent of the fire wardens 
and ljuihiing inspector lioforo repairs to 
wooden l)uildinga in the lire limits could 
bo made. 

AnoUier amendmentwas to give power 
to prohibit or regulate the drying and 
airing of (dothes and linen in any pa-tot 
the city v;ithiu forty feet of any street or 
highway, and for prohibiting or regulat- 
ing the erection or construction of any 
wood or iron scairold or other structure 
tor the ])iirpose of drying any clothes or 
linen on the outside of any buililing or 
oil any lot or pici:e of ground within forty 
tiet of any street or hij^hway. 

Tho cdiincil will alsci ask l(n- power to 
compel t-lie removal of verandahs and all 
projecting "-igns within the lire; limits. 

Power will also be asked to levy a 
small frontage tax for street mainton- 
auco on all streets that aro or shall be 
properly paved or luacamized and that 
have permanent sidewalks laid when 
such work has been f)iu<l for out of the 
general revenue or by money borrowed 
upon the cradit of the City and not 
charged against the owners. 

Some little discussion took place upon 
the proposal to aek for power to act 
either alone or- in conjunction with 
either the provincial government or the 
Conso.'.idatbd railway, or with both, to

Theri.' was also a^ clause to do away 
with the necessity of a petition from one- 
tenth of the ))roperty owners for by-laws 
for raising money for street purposes, 
eewer connections and eidewalks. 

Interest on over due taxes at 6 per 
cent, was extended to aM assessments 
and pavinenta due to tbe corporation 
and the limit for commencin),' actions 
or suits of indemnity for damages or in- 
juries suBtainetl by neglect of the city 
was fixed within one year of the cause of 
such action having arisen. 

Power will also be asked to make an 
appropriation out of tiio general revenue 
or to levy a special rate to purchase or 
eret^t ft house for tbe Admiial either 
within or without the city Minits and 
subsection 26 aeotion 109 of the act U is 
desired to have read aa follows : 

From every person following within 
tbe municipality any trade, occupation

The Speaker took tliechairat2o'c!ock. 

Prayers by Rev. J. II. S. Sweet. 

Mr. Kellie presented a petition from 
Eosbland wj|th a report of the resolutions 
carried at a;pu|jiUb meeting, asking that 
the proviaions of the Cothpanies Act be 
not applied to'n^ltting, b.ut that aa act 
Biinilar to the Oo&rio licj^riM pa'BBejd. ' 

Tlio petition was referred, to the'select 
committee on the Companies. Act. 

Mr. Ilolmcken preseoted. & ..petition 
from the Local Council of Women askinir 
that the I'liarmacy Act bo amended po 
that poisong bo sold only in bottles of a 
dark color, iind rough to the touch. 

The petition was ordered printed. 

Mr. Ritliet preeunted the lirst report 
of the railway committee, stating the 
preamble proved of the bill to incorpor- 
ate the Cassiar Central railway, and sub- 
mitting the bill with auiendments. 

Mr. Ilelmcken moved for all corre- 
spondence between the government and 
the commander-in-chief of the Pacific 
station, and between the government 
and the city of Victoria, relative toiho 
establishment of a residence for the ad- 
miral commanding this station. 

Agreed to. 

Mr. Kennedy introduced a bill to 
fartberamend the Fire Insurance Policy 
Act, 1893. 

Kead a first time; second reading on 

Monday. 

This bill provides that if a fire insur- 
ance company issues a policy on build- 
ings, machinery or fistiirea, and a fire 
oecurs, the company shall bo liable for 
the insurance money, notwithstanding 
anything contained in the i'^iro Insur- 
ance Act, 1898, unless fraudulent mistate- 
ments shall have been made to them by 
the insured, the falsity of which the 
company or its agents had no means of 
ascertaining. 

Hon. Mr. Martin presented the returns 
of lands alienated or leased under the 
Land Act of 181)0. 

Mr. Booth in moving the second read- 
ing of the West Kootenay Power and 
Light Co., Incorporation Bill stated that 
the bill asked for no water rit!.ht8 in 
British ' Golnmbia as he understood that 
the .water power was to-be obtained on 
the United States side of the boundary. 
Tho company wanted the right to erect 
poles and stretch wires for the purpose 
of conducting power and the right to 
furnish electric power and light and 
compressed air or to "operate franaways 
or street railways. 

Tlje second reading was carried. 

Hon. Mr. Eberts in moving the .second 
reading of tho Land Clauses consolidation 
h\\], explained that it was simply a con- 
solidation of the provision of the Imper- 
ial Land Clauses Act of 1845 as it applied 
to this province, and was almost iden- 
tical with the act in England to-day. 
The act has been in force in Vancouver 
Island since 1SG3 and it was now only 
intended to make it apply to the wliole 
province. The law was considered al- 
most perfect and had stood, the test in 
England for the past 50 years and in this 
country for more than thirty years. It 
was not retroactive but was for the pur- 
pose of obviating the necessity of placing 
in each separate private act incorporat- 
ing companies lor public enterprises 
other than railways, ttio "different provi- 
sions necessary for carrying out the ex- 
propriation of land. The act would 
apply to each of these bills passed after 
this unless otherwise distinctlv stipu- 
lated. 

Tlie second reading was pa°seil and tlie 
bill will be committed Thursday. 

Mr. McUregor introduced the Xanai- 
mo Alherni Railway Act; the bill was 
read a first time and referred to tlie 
committee on railways. 

Hon. Col. Baker introduced a hill to 
amend and consolidate the law relating 
to lanatic asylums and the care and cus- 
tody of the insane. 

The bill was read a flirst time and set 
down for second reading on Thursday. 

At the rccpiest of .Mr. Semlin hisnamo 
was withdrawn from the railway com- 
mittee and that of Mr. Williams substi- 
tuted. 

As thehouse was about to adjourn, 
Mr. .Speaker remarked that he had re- 
ceived word that a deputation ol ladies 
was about to visit the liousc. " I be- 
lieve," he added smiling, "' to seek some 
amelioration of the laws relatinij to their 
sex, or something of that kind." If the 
members would promise not to leave the 
^ precincts till the deputation arrived lie 
'would adjourn the house, otherwise lie 
would sit till they came, (Laughter,) 

The deputation arriving about this 
time the house adjourned. " 



THE PAEIS BELLE APPEAL. 

Arstiinent In This Celebrated Case Will 
Probably Close This Afternoon. 

The argument in the celebrated 
Paris Belle appeal case was continued 
yesterday by Air. L. P. Dud', for the Nel- 
son & Fort Sheppard railway, and after 
a reply by Mr. J. W. Taylor for tho Pa- 
ris Belle people, nn adjournment was 
taken till this morning, when it is ex- 
pected the argument will be concluded, 

:Mr. Duff yesterday dealt very ex- 
haustively with the expert evidenco giv- 
en at the trial, and argued that 
it had \not been shown that there was 
mineral fi> place on the property. He also 
contended that tho act rcijuired that 
■A bond should have been given as a con- 
dition i)ro:;edent to the right to locate 
and that in default of such a bond, the 
location waa invalid, lie held that the 
Zenith location was not excei)le(l from 
the grant to the Nelson and I'ort Shep- 
pard bec^auso the record and location 
together wore uncertain and that the 
record was invalid because it did not 
conform to the location by reason' o( the 
fact that the name of the locators', did 
not appear on it ; also because any right 
which tho /Zenith locators mtty have 
acquired was lost by the abandonment 
of the claim before March 23, 1893, at 
which - dale" t^e. railway .t company's 
patent took efTect. . 

Mr. Taylor for the Paris Bblle' in reply 
held that the court could not inquire 
into the validity of this Zenith location, 
but must be bound in construing! Uhe 
grant tn the company by, the terms of 
the Zenith record.

CHEAP MONEY FOR FARMERS. 

To TiiK Editou:— In this morning's 
Coi.o.S!HT I noticed a letter signed 
" Cumtax," calling attention to the 
cheap money (so called) for the farmer. 
From lirst to last his arguments against 
the lending of money to farmers on the 
security of their holdings, and for Uie 
purpose of improvements upon them, 
are absolutely nil. lie stnits by depict- 
ing the farmer grovelling before the 
lender while asking lor a loan. Now 
•R'by should the farmer have to show 
subserviency more than other borrowers 
of cash. If he has' to, surely there is 
somothing ''rotten in Denmarlc,;' for 
mother earth ahd the cattle . |ha.t graite 
upon her are as good security aught 
else, and are the most needful collateral 
there is. The truth is, times are very 
hard with those who till tho soil and feed 
mankind. Produce is very low in price, 
taxes are very high, the labor reiiuired 
to bring the virgin forest into a cultiv- 
able form is enormous, and the expense 
proportionatelv so. The B. C. Farmers' 
Alliance— and "they have, 1 believe, the 
farmers of B. C. behind them— ask that 
tho government lend money to farmers 
upon their holdings in order to either 
reduce the existing interest on their 
mortgages or to enable them to improve 
their farms. 

At present, holdings carrying a raort- 
cageof |6,000, assessed aa, say, at .i;7,500, 
have a fearful burdep^to carry. High 
interest, hich taxes, taxes lor every im 
provement and, added to this, the so-call 
ed mortgage tax, makes the farmer's lot 
anything but a happy one. Many leave 
their farms during the summer months 
to work on the public roads during the 
very months when they should be clear- 
ing their land, in order to feed them- 
selves during the winter. If the govern- 
ment loaned money on the improve- 
ments then made, the country would be 
settled and opened up, and the people of 
B.C. as a whole benefited. Wo aak that 
the government loan the money on the 
best of security at 1 per cent., knowing 
full well that they can borrow it at li per 
cent., leaving 1 per cent, for collection, 
etc. Where is the injustice in this? 
We do not ask that fresh taxation be in 
curred, add indeed if we did the farmer 
would as usual bear the brunt of the 
burden, 

" Cumtax" speaks of the idea of the 

government lending money to farmers, 
has " Cumtax " ever heard of New Zea- 
land and its laws ^yith regard to this 
subject? Has he ever considered how a 
great part of Scotland was underdrained? 
or again has he read the history of Iriah 
land laws. When he talks ol ilisaster 
and political immorality ho does 
probably because ho I'orsees the posei- 
Diiity of' 10 per cent not being a common 
rate of interest as it is at present. Well,

take the hindermost. If British Colum- 
bia is to be settled up and is to feed its 
toiling masses and miners she 
must be opened uj) and not un- 
til such a time as the utmost 
facilities are given for doing so, 
together with the necessary clearing, 
ditching and irrigation will British 
Columbia stop imi)orting most of the 
food for her people, or tlie farmer have 
a much better time timn the serf. Farms 
are being abandoned, and it is to avert 
this and to i)laco farming on a more 
))rolitable basis that the British Colum- 
i)ia Farmers' Alliance was organized, 
having amongst its aims the govern- 
mental lending of money to farmers on 
their holdings. The last sentence 
of Cumtax's letter sound's strangely dic- 
tatorial : " Ttie farmer vmst look for 
cheap money elsewhere." After such a 
declaration hu might have hud the cour- 
age to sign his name and not use a nom 
de plume which, if it eignilies anything, 
means that ho does not understand the 
wants of the farmer or of British Colum- 
bia.

THAT HERALD ST, PURCHASE. 

To Tin; KmT0B:-rYour report ot the 
doings of the city council yesterday 
states: "The trustees of St. John's 
church had decided to accept the'ofl'er 
of .$375 made by the city for the purchase, 
of the land belonging to tho church abut- 
ting on the -sidewalk on Herald street." 

I hope this is not tho beginning of a 
new jiUin for the council to buy its own 
streets from persons who have builr, un- 
kimwiniily or otherwise, on the public 
thoroiinhfares. Thero are hundreds of 
similar cases in Victoria, and surely it 
is not wise to again sot such nn outrage- 
ous precedent. The last occasion on 
which a raid was made on tho public 
treasury was when someone got several 
thousand dollars, OBtensibly to open up 
Johnson street at its top end, and oven 
yet that part of the street is not an open 
public way. That was undoubtedly a 
job. . 

It is disgraceful that the present 
council is uaiDgiileically the pdblic funds 
to buy its own streets. .As a ratepayor I 
protest against this payment out of the 
general revenuefor such a purpose. If 
tho council insist upon the payment, an 
injunction should bo issued to prevent 
it, and if made, tho ccnncil should bu 
compelled to refund f Ito amount out of 
their own pockets. If tho council mean 
to take action to have tho streets cleared, 
why do they not first begin with the 
business streets, instead of going out of 
their way to pay public money out on a 
side street like that part of llerald street 
in question. Why.not. tackle tho sputli 
side of Johnson street, between Broad 
dtxeet and Douglas stieet?

In legard 
to our operations not being limited to 
any one niino or camp — wherein is the 
wrong of that'.' We simply seek to as- 
sure ourselves of the opportunity to con- 
tinue businees in the event of one pro- 
lierty not turning out well, in another. 
All wo ask is the right if one camp does 
not turn out as hoi>ed for — which is a 
not uncommon thing with mining 
camps — to go to work somewhere else. 

" In regard to the' new power bill- 
there was no talk of such a measure 
wlien our application was presented; 
anil so far as the tramway privileges are 
concerned, we were much more strietly 
bouiiil by the conditions of the bill as 
origiiiallypresentud than by the general 
tramway act. 

'' The Times seems of the opinion that 
we are guilty of some crime against the 
country because we desire to introduce 
large capital in its development. There 
are other conipaniea just as large as ours 
now before the house, and surely the fact 
that a cotnpany seeks to do business on 
a large scale is no urgiinient against it. 
The inference of the evening paper that 
our company lias frien^l^s at eourt is as 
unfounded as the alleged basis of its op- 
position — as a matter of fact I have 
never even met Hon. Mr. Turner, and 
know of him only as the Frontier of the 
province. 

"The private bills committee have 
gone carefully through our bill and have 
held over such portions only as relate to 
water powers, these being necessarily 
delayed so tint they may be made to 
conform to the provisions of the new 
public measure in this respect. The en- 
tire artich; in tlie Times is unfounded, 
unfair, and showing a gross ignorance of 
conditions and of facts." 

Captains Carroll, Goodall and Ma- 
loney, who have just returned from 
.Vlaska, certify to the truth of the rejjort 
that the mining fever ia still sjjrending 
in the far North, with every indication 
that tlio rush to Clondyko will this year 
put in the shade the Yukon pilgrimage 
of any former, year. This is despite the 
lact that provisions are each winter 
scarce at the diggings, and a dollar a 
[lound is- the usual transportation 
charge. Men are coming in to Juneau, 
.Sitka and other Alaskan towns daily for 
the purpose of packing back provisions 
Supjiliea ijroiinse to be scarce, however, 
until the spring boats are able to ascend 
the river. Ttie Cloiidyke ia the topic ol 
the inoiiient, and all eyes are turned in 
its (lirecliiin. 

" From ."f l to a pan is the average 
on Bonanxa creek," says Captain (.iooii 
all, " and people are doing more tjarm 
than good by exaggerating their rich 
ness. The Tread well and Mexicaiia are 
still woi king'liard as ever, putting 1,100 
tons a (lay through the stamp — their last 
rcjiort was ^2.40 to the ton. The excite- 
ment is great thronghout the Northern 
country, but there seema to be quite as 
much down here where there are mines 
almost within a stone's throw of the 
city. Of course there is still force in the 
spirit of the old saying— distance lends 

eiiL-'luintment to the view." 
■ 

K. 1. Kirkwood, one of the first men 
t ) go into mining in the 1 llecilli'waet 
country, is in town, liaving returned by 
way of San Francisco from a pleaHurc 
trip to the I'last, the (iret time he has 
t.iken a run back to the old home in 
twenty years. The first claim slaked in 
tiie lllecilluwaet was bv Corbin Kennedy 
and Woods in 188.5 and the ne.xt 
j'ear Mr. Kirkwood put in his 
appearance. He was the locator of tlie 
Enterprise claim in the Slocan which 
was sold last year to Fineh & Company 
for .'j;2o,000, and since then an interest 
has been sold for $300,000. ■" A pretty 
good increase in a few months," said 
Mr. Kirkwood as he recalled the circum- 
stance in conversation yesterday. 

Kev, C. Saugstadt, president and 
pastor of the Scandinavian colony at 
Leila ("oola, returns to hia home in the 
North by tlie Boscowit/, to-day, taking 
with him a number of horses, witli 
which the .'iettlers will bo able to iiccotn- 
plisli much more satisfactory work.

Christ Ohuvch Cathedral Damaged 
to the Extent of a Thousand 
Dollars. 




There are no limits to the vagaries of 
coincidence, the moat recent and a de- L 
cidedly curious example of which was 
allbrded yesterday noon in the partial 
wreck of Christ Church cathedralin.tliis 
city by lire. The oddity ariBes in the 
fact that it waa only on Sunday last that 
Holy Trinity cathedral at New M'est- 
minster caught fire during the niornino 
service, from a defective chimney. On 
Monday night, or during the very early 
hours of Tuesday morning, the Anglican 
church at Spokane was tho scene of a 
.'faOO.blaze— a defective flue being again 
basigned as the cause of the church's 
misfortune. And to make tho chain of 
parallel e.\;ppriencea complete, it isnota- 
blt) that Chief I leasy hna given as the 
cause of yesterday's lire in this city "P 
deR"'tive flue in the north-west corner of 
the buiklhig '' 

The first alarm for tho fire at Christ 
Church cathedral was sent in i)y tele- 
phone i)recisely at noon, hox 1,3 being 
pulK'd a few mimitea later, but tho fire- 
men being by that time on their way to 
the scene of danger — where the old cath- 
edral was destroyed by a chimney lire 
twenty-sis years" ago, and where it is 
hoped to see a new and imposing iiile re- 
place the present cathedral during the 
next few years. 

The trouble was located bctweou the 
ceiling and the roof, over the north 
aisle, and attacking it with tho steamer 
as well as from the hydrant on Quadra 
street the work of tho brigade soon lie- 
caino productive of result — although the 
hydrant streatn proved of very little ser- 
vice, owing to the poor pressure. At the 
same tiiiiu the chemical was brought 
into use within tho sacred building, its 
work being especially ellective in pre- 
venting tho spread of tho flames wiiile 
the firemen were getting at the root of 
tlie trouble? . 

Their operations were conducted un 
der extreme diflicultiea of weather — the 
hail and snow descending in veritable 
clouds — while owing to the small space 
between root and ceiling it was imposei 
ble for H man to reach the source of the 
fire. To meet this difficuity tho spray 
nozzle invented by Chief Dcasy a year 
or so ago was jiut tlirougli an aperture in 
the roof and proved its servicability in ;i 
manner which cannot but havo been 
highly pleasing to the inventor. 

While the firemen were at work. 
Bishop Perrin with a number of his 
clergy and tho congregation were in- 
dustriously emi>loyed as a volunteer 
salvage, corps, thanks to whom 
churcl? ornaments, moveable furniture 
of the pulpit and desks, books, etc., 
were safely removed to the residence of 
Rev. Canon Beanlands adjoining. Con- 
siderable damage was naturally caused 
to tho cushions, carpets and other 
similar Gttings of the sacred building, 
cliiefljr by water — indeed, it ia here that 
the major portion of the loss is. A con- 
servative estimate places the damage at 
$1,000, and there is an insurance of ^20 
000 on the church and contents. 

Until such time as the repairs sha 
have been completed special arrange- 
ments will bo made for the holding else 
where of the Lenten and regular exer 
cisea, the former of which had only just 
commenced.
